HICHLAND ARMED ASSOCIATI ON. 


In confequence’ of an advertifement in the new. 
papers, the pone wet yefterday at’ the Shakefpeare Ta. 
vero Was humerous and refpectable.. 
Captain Campbell was called to the Chair, and:ac- 
quitted himfelf with much propriety. He ftated ge- 
nefally, that in thefe times of difficulty and danger, 
when we had to combat very active foreign and _ do- 
mettic enemies, it was fuggelted, that a corps of Fligh- 
landers and Lowlanders (or North Britons) living in 
and about the Metropolis, and conttituted in the fame 
manner asthe Volunteer affociations, would not only 
be acceptable to Government, but prove very ufeful to 
the public. It was propofed that they fhould be cloth- 
ed, arm-d, and accoutred at the expence of the indi- 
viduals ; that they fhould be diftinguithed by the High- 
land drefs; and that they fhould be officered and re- 
gulated by gentlemen feleéted from their own particular 
affuciation. A ftring of refolutions was then moved to 
that effect. 


Mr William Ogilvie, animated by public zeal and 
true patriotifm, beftowed the higheft encomiums on the 
plan. He was warm in his panegyric of the prefent 
race of Highlanders, who compofed a very large por- 
tion of the Britifh army, and in zeal and energy rival- 
led the glory of their anceftors. 


Mr Frafer (we are told) ftarted fome objections to 
the general propofition. He faid that he was a Scotch 
man, anda member of the Bloom(bury affociation, a 
corps of the very higheft refpedtability. He had attend- 
ed the meeting from:a with of accelerating any laudable 
meafure which they had in view ; but although he con 
feffed himfelf, in thefe critical times, friendly to an 
armed affociation, he faw no reafon for their adoption 
of the particular drefs now propofed. He reprobated 
all national diftinétions, They were met for the pro- 
feffed purpofe of direéting their beft efforts to the fame 
grand objeét—the defence of the country—and as this 
objeét was beft attained by unanimity and brotherly af: 
fe€tion, he could not concur in the propriety of recom- 
mending a fingular drefs. 

Mr William Ogilvie, imagining that the gentleman 
ftarted objections merely to preclude that harmony which 
was fo much defired, wifhed that the ftranger had 
confined his remarks to his own affociation of Bloomf- 
bury. As to his difapprobation of the Highland drefs 
in London, the fame objections were with equal juftice 
applicable to all the volunteer affociations. He could 
not conceive greater objections to a hat than to a bon. 
net, to an Englith than to a Highland drefs; therefore 
the obfervations were frivolous. The drefs was very 
well calculgted for the field, and tended greatly to pro 
duce the vigour and energy which were the character 
iftics of a Highland foldier. 

{Here a defuitory converfation arofe, in which Mr Frater, 

Mr Ogilvie, the Chairman, and others, took’a part.] 

The refolutions. were afterwards read, and, with a 

few alterations, adopted. Adjourned.

THE BRAAK SLOOP, 
PHILADELPHIA, MAY 28. 

By Mr Vincent Law, who arrived from Cape Hen- 
lopen, yefterday afternoon, we have received the me- 
lancholy news of the lofs of his Britannic Majefty’s 
floop of war De Braak, Captain Drew, which overfet 
in Old Kiln Roads, about four o’clock laft Friday af- 
ternoon. She was at the time under the mainfail and 
teefed top-fails, juft about to caft anchor, a mile from 
the light-houfe, her boat alongfide, waiting for the cap- 
tain, who intended to go on fhore, at Lewes Town ; a 
fudden flew of wind laid her down on her beam ends ; 
the immediately filled, and went down, with Captain 
Drew, his Lieutenant, and 38 officers, feamen, and 
marines. The reft of the fhip’s company, about 25; 
including the boatfwain, efcaped in the boats, and {eve- 
ral were taken up by a pilot boat. 

The De Braak parted with the fleet off the Weltern 
Iflands, in chace of a ftrange fail.
